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CAPITAL AND LABOR IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


The American public has had, in the main, but one side ok the 
story of the contest in England between the government aud the em- 
ployers on the one hand and the labor unions on the otlier. That Ihe 
unions have made demands is unquestioned, but little has been said 
of the causes. The increase in the price of foodstuffs sincésthe begin. 
‘ning of the war has been about 43 per cent. The price. of meat in 
particular has risen to such an extent that in many cities and towns 
meat stores find it necessary to keep open only two or three days a 
‘week. The price of bread has nearly doubled. The four; pound loaf, 
‘which last August was selling for 11 cents, has gradually risen in 
(price until in May it was selling for 18 cents. Figures are also iven 
Which show that English prices for nearly all articles have }isen 
much more than those of Germany or Austria. 1 

But the main complaint of the unions is that the employ ers|have 
‘been vastly enriched by the war and that they refuse to shar¢ their 
prosperity with the workers. An instance is given of one of the lead- 
ing milling and flour firms whose annual report for the year ended in 
‘February shows a profit of $1,839,325, against $446,760 in the pre- 
‘wious year. Other instances are given of shipbuilders, leather manu- 
facturers and makers of supplies in many lines of trade heaping up 
great fortunes. Many of these firms have refused to ‘reat witli their 

Workers regarding wages and to some extent have been backed up 
hy the government. 

In spite of the complaint of the recruiting agencies that volun- 
teering has been slow, it is known that the number of recruits has 
bene greater than that expected, and that the skilled laborers have 

urnished a great part of this army. More than seven hundred and 
Akty thousand trade unionists are said to be in the ranks. In fact, 
the shortage of skilled labor due to this general enlistment has caused 
the government to withdraw numbers of mechanics from the army 
and return them to their old occupations —California Outlook.
